in riot calls which brought police 
and Philippine army officials. 
Present Demands 
Thousands of Manila residents, 
attracted by the screaming sirens of 
the police cars, rushed to the scene 
i of the disturbance. 
The lepers, many of them barely 
able to walk, about 300 in all, stood 
peacefully while their leaders un- 
s successfully tried to gain an audi­ 
ence with Quezon. 
Some of them carried placards on 
which were lettered, “Give us lib- 
! erty or give us death.” Others read, 
1 “Men are created equal— leoprosy 
is not contagious.” 
At last the lepers agreed to pre­ 
sent their petition for the enact - 
j m ent of laws doing away with leper- 
segregation to army officials, who 
promised them it would be given to 
Quezon.
